Most of the farmers that have 
not •’considered the matter make the 
remark that it takes too much time, 
but this is a mistake.. If the seed¬ 
lings and cuttings are planted on land 
which is deeply plowed and cultivated 
the year previously and planted ac¬ 
cording to instructions from the For 
estry Branch, Govt. Department (that 
is where 1 obtained the ones I planted) 
all that is necessary to do is to cul¬ 
tivate twice a year and until they 
cover the ground, which will be about 
three years. Then again some will 
say there is so much red tape about 
these government trees, which is also 
a delusion. This is how I found the 
matter. I ordered trees to plant. The 
government inspector came along to 
look at the prepared land where they 
were to be planted and to give me any 
advice I needed. Then I had no more 
trouble, as he comes along each suc¬ 
ceeding year to inspect the trees 1 
planted the previous year and take 
my order for any I may require for 
the next year and give me any advice 
regarding the treatment, if I need 
any, which was in my case every¬ 
thing, as I had no experience previ¬ 
ously. Then again some farmers 
comp ain that the trees and cuttings 
the government sends out are such 
iittlc bits of things. Now that 'is 
where I think they shine. Trees that 
we .0 bought from a traveling sales¬ 
man r.nd planted two years ago which 
I presume were two or three years 
old a:.d the trees I planted which were 
seedlings and cuttings, mine have 
done considerably the best. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I feel sure if the 
farmers will only plant hedges and 
shelter belts they will have the Rus¬ 
sian thistle and tumble mustard situ¬ 
ation in hand in a short time.

ALBERTA STREAMS CLOSED TO 
THE ANGLER 


DINTON MUNICIPAL COUNCIL 


ESTABLISHES, 1672 


YOUR LAND 


All tributaries to the Bow, Elbow 
and'jHighwood rivers will be closed to 
fishermen for two years, dating from 
May 1 next, according to an order 
that has been issued by the depart¬ 
ment of nav^Lservice, and which has- 
been received by Walter Robi, secret 
tary of the Southern Alberta Angling 
Association. The announcem'entj"eads 
as follows: 

» “Public Notice.—Under the provi¬ 
sions of Section 59 of the Fisheries 
Act, chapter 8, of the statutes of 1914, 
the minister of the nJfval service has 
authorized that all the streams that 
are tributary to the Red Deer river, 
the Old Bow river and Highwood riv¬ 
er be set apart from all fishing for. a 
period of two years from May 1, 
1920.” 

This means ath at Sheep Creek and 
it c tributaries, the Ghost vivei\ _Jnmp- 
irg Pond, and the little streams run¬ 
ning into .the Highwood, such as Sul¬ 
livan Flat, the " South and Middle 
Forks an<l many other streams that' 
have in other years delighted the 
hearts of the anglers will be closed 
this season and next.

The Alberta Angling Association, 
which was organized last year with a 
huge membership'had the co-opera¬ 
tion of the farmers and ranchers in 
.tjje movement to have the small 
streams closed so that game fish 
would not be entirely lost to- this pro¬ 
vince as was threatened, and their 
joint campaign has had the desired 
result, as is indicated by the follow, 
ing letter which G. S. Davidson, of 
Indian Head, chief inspector of fish¬ 
eries for the piairie. provinces, has 
sent to Mr. Robi: 

“I take pleasure in sending .you a 
few copies of the legislation made to 
protect the sporting fish in the south¬ 
ern Alberta district, which action isj 
the one which your association press¬ 
ed for last summer. You will ob¬ 
serve that the tributaries of the 
streams . mentioned are all closed, 
leaving only the main streams open. 
This should result in the fish finding 
suitable spawning and feeding 
grounds, and this should lead to the 
replenishing of the different waters.’’ 

Mr. Davidson does not mention the 
other good work he has done, which 
includes the placing of 30,000 fry in 
the different streams and the prepar¬ 
ations for placing more. - ■ 

Steps are also being taken to have 
a fish ladder put in the local and oth- 
ei S'dams so that the big streams may 
pioduce sport.—Calgary Herald.
